WHOLESALE PRICES IN SEPTEMBER 
BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 


The following table shows the movement of wholesale prices in the last thirteen months in each of the eleven groups of commodities 
specified. It also shows the changes over the same period in prices of (a) industrial materials, classified according to stage of manu- 
facture, and (b) building materials. Al! the commodities included in (a) and (b) are also included in their appropriate commodity groups 
(V-XI). In cases where the Government buys a commodity at one price and resells it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the 
subsidised price is the one used for the index; where different prices are charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g. 
in the case of sugar and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

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Wholesale prices in September, as measured by the Board of 
Trade index number, showed a fractional decrease (0°1 per cent.) 
compared with August, this being the result of divergent 
movements for food and industrial materials. Food prices in 
September fell by 0-6 per cent., while those of industrial materials 
and manufactures rose by 0-2 per cent. The aggregate increases 
since the outbreak of war were: genera] index 63 per cent., food 
prices 73 per cent., and industrial materials and manufactures 
58 per cent. 

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial materials 
and manufactures (except fuel) are classified according to the 
stage of completion reached by the products concerned, showed 
a rise of 0-4 per cent. for manufactured articles and an insignifi- 
cant increase (0-1 per cent.) for both basic materials and inter- 
mediate products. Increases in comparison with August 1939 
were; basic materials 77 per cent., intermediate products 63 
per cent., and manufactured articles 42 per cent. Prices of 
building materials were 0-8 per cent. higher than in August, the 
increase since the outbreak of war being 414 per cent.

Food and Tobacco. The mest important changes in the food 
groups were the increases authorised as from 20 September in 
the price of flour (5s. per sack of 280 Ibs., representing a rise of 
194 per cent. in the price to bakers and 15 per cent. rise in the 
price to non-bakers) and bread (ld. per quartern loaf, or 124 per 
cent.), and the consequential increase in the effective price paid 
by controlled millers for wheat due to the reduction in the 
rebate by 7s. per 480 lbs. The full effect of these increases will 
not be shown in the index until next month. Malting barley was 
nearly 4 per centcheaper. The fall of about 2 per cent. recorded 
by the index for the miscellaneous food group was mainly due to 
the new order for onions, effective from 4 September, which 
reduced the price by about 17 per cent., and the seasonal fall in 
the price of potatoes (12 per cent.) which was reinforced this year 
by the special subsidy designed to encourage people to eat 
potatoes instead of bread. Tomatoes were, on the average, 
about 7 per cent. cheaper, but the control price of apples was 
raised by ebout 2} per cent. on 31 August. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures. There were no price 
changes during September in groups IV to VII. The rises for 
the other four groups, all of less than 0-5 per cent., were partly 
due to price increases which took place during August. The 
only important changes actually occurring in September were 





rises of 12 per cent. for household soap and 31 per cent. for palm 
kernel oil, both of which only became effective on the 28th of the 
month, and of 3 per cent. each for jute and cement.

food and industrial materials :—

The slight fall in daily receipts in August as compared with 
July was much smaller than the seasonal fall recorded in a norma] 
peace-time year, so that the index number based on the average 
receipts in the corresponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926) 
rose from 150-0 to 156-9. This is a high record, exceeding the 
similar record for August 1941 by 3 per cent. and compares 
with an average of about 148 for January to July.

BOARD OF TRADE APPOINTMENT

CONTROL OF PAPER 


Under the Control of Paper (No. 50) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 1965, price 1d.) issued by the Ministry of Supply, which 
comes into force on 25 October, the definition of paper and of 
conversion given in the Control of Paper (No. 29) Order, 1940 
(S. R & O. 1940 No, 1996, price 1d.) is amended. 
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The principal effect of the new Order is that the following 
processes are also to be regarded as conversion :— 
(a) Embossing. 
(6) Pasting or laminating by any person other than the 
producer of all the paper so pasted or laminated. 
(c) Cutting into circles and shapes (other than rectangular 
or angle cut sheets). 


The alteration will apply to any licences to deliver or convert 
paper which may be issued for ‘the Eleventh Licence Period 
which commences on 25 October. 


MACHINERY, PLANT AND APPLIANCES 
(CONTROL) ORDER 


GENERAL LICENCE FOR CANTEEN 
EQUIPMENT 


Under the Machinery, Plant and Appliances (Control) Orders, 
1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal ” of 10 January, page 19, 
and of 27 June, page 306), a General Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 1995, price Id.), dated 1 October 1942, has been issued 
permitting any person to acquire for use in a canteen at premises 
subject to inspection under the Factories Act, 1927, mixing, 
slicing, mincing, potato chipping, potato mashing, vegetable- 
washing and peeling machines, refrigerators and dishwashing 
machines, under the conditions that :— 

(1) the said person has obtained a certificate signed by 
H.M. Inspector of Factories that the goods are 
essential for the said canteen, and 

(2) a Government Department has agreed to the use of the 
quantity of iron and steel contained in the goods. 


PRICE CONTROL OF TEXTILES AND 
CLOTHING 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
tegulation Committee, has made the General Apparel and 
Cloth (Maximum Priees and Charges No. 2) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1974, price 1d.) which introduces some 
amendments into the General Apparel and Cloth (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) Order (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
of 1 August 1942, page 356). 

It provides for a higher margin to be allowed to wholesalers 
on sales of non-utility piece-goods in cut lengths. The new 
margins are 21-22 per cent. on cost on sales of cloth in lengths 
exceeding 30 yards, 33-33 per cent. on cost on lengths exceeding 
7 yards but not exceeding 30 yards, and 50 per cent. on cost on 
lengths not exceeding 7 yards. Provision is also made to allow 
the cost of London shrinking, when undertaken at the request 
and at the cost of the wholesaler, to be taken into account as 
part of the price. 

The Order also excepts loom state non-utility rayon cloth 
from the provisions of the compulsory discount paragraph in the 
principal Order.

RADIO VALVES (MAXIMUM PRICES) 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Radio Valve (Maximum 
Prices) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1934, price 1d.) con- 
trolling the prices to be charged by official selling agents, whole- 
salers and retailers of all radio valves imported under the Lease 
Lend provisions. These prices are set out in Related Price Lists 
which have been certified by the Board of 'Trade, copies of which 
are lodged with the Board of Trade, the Central Price Regulation 
Committee and each of the Local Price Regulation Committees. 

The Order provides that all agents or wholesalers dealing in 





these valves must supply, either before or at the time of delivery 
to their customers, a written notice (which can, if desired, be 
incorporated in the invoice) stating the correct maximum prices 
for the valves in question. All retailers selling these valves must 
display in a prominent position in their shops a notice giving the 
maximum price appropriate to any of these goods offered for 
sale by them. 


GROUP RATIONING OF PRIORITY SPORTS 
EQUIPMENT AND INDOOR GAMES 


The Board of Trade wish te draw attention to the following 
details of arrangements for the distribution of priority sports 
equipment (excluding sports clothing) and ex-quota supplies of 
indoor games. Manufacturers can now only supply priority 
sports equipment (football, cricket, hockey, boxing, rounders, 
gymnastic and athletic equipment, but not clothing) against 
authorised buying certificates as set out in Sports Gear (Control 
of Manufacture) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 10 August 1942, page 366); and ex-quota supplies of indoor 
games can only be made against authorised buying certificates, 
as described in the General Licence (see the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 21 September 1942, page 430). 

Buying certificates are different from the previous general 
licences in that (1) they are issued in the first place to the users, 
except Service users excluding the Services, by or on behalf of 
Government Departments and are not supplied direct to indi- 
vidual manufacturers and retailers, who must now obtain them 
from the users, and (2) they must be signed by a person duly 
appointed for that purpose. 


Service Departments 

The Services have made special arrangements for buying 
centrally their allocations of priority sports equipment (excluding 
clothing) and indoor games. The Contracts Departments and 
the N.A.A.F.I. will buy and distribute priority sports equipment 
and ex-quota supplies of indoor games on behalf of the Army 
and the Air Force, including the A.T.S. and the W.A.A.F. The 
allocation of such equipment to the Navy will be shared by the 
following: The Admiralty Contracts Department, the R.N. 
and R.M. Sports Control Board and the N.A.A.F.I. All pur- 
chases of priority sports equipment and all ex-quota supplies of 
indoor games for the W.R.N.S. will be made through W.R.N.S. 
headquarters, who will supply the necessary authorised buying 
certificates. 


Civilian Departments 

Apart from the Services, various groups of civilian consumers 
are now entitled to supplies of priority sports equipment (exclud- 
ing clothing) and to ex-quota supplies of indoor games. The 
procedure to be adopted by these privileged civilian consumers 
when applying for the necessary authorised buying certificates 
is set out below under the heading of the sponsoring depart- 
ments :— 


(1) Board of Education 

Users sponsored by this Department, including schools, youth 
organisations, i.e. clubs, centres, and the pre-service organisa- 
tions (Sea Cadets, Army Cadet Force, the A.T.C. and the 
N.A.G.T.C.), should normally apply to their local educational 
authorities, who will be authorised by the Board of Education to 
issue certificates in an approved form, up to the allocation which 
the Board will make to them; or in certain special cases (e.g. 
Public Schools) application should be made to the Board of 
Education. 


(2) Scottish Education Department 

Users sponsored by this Department should normally apply 
to their local educational authorities ; or in special cases to the 
Scottish Education Department. Certificates will be authorised 
by an officer at the headquarters of the Scottish Education 
Department. . 


(3) University Grants Committee 

Buying certificates for Universities and Colleges in receipt of 
Treasury Grant will be authorised by a responsible officer of the 
institution concerned, and will bear the name of the sponsoring 
body, namely, the University Grants Committee. 


(4) Ministry of Labour and National Service 

Clubs for workers in a particular industrial establishment 
should apply to the Factory Inspector ; other clubs for industrial 
workers should apply to the Welfare Officer of the Ministry of 
Labour ; seamen’s hostels, clubs and recreational centres should 
apply to the Seamen’s Welfare Officer: clubs for miners should 
apply to the District Organiser of the Miners’ Welfare Commis- 
sion. The certificates will be authorised by a responsible officer 
at the headquarters of the Ministry of Labour. 
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(5) Ministry of Home Security 

The Civil Defence Services in Great Britain should apply to 
their Regional Training Officer or to their Regional Welfare 
Officer (whichever has been appointed by the Regional Com- 
missioner) to authorise certificates for these users. 


(6) National Fire Service and Police Forces 

In England and Wales, the following officers have been 
appointed to authorise certificates on behalf of sponsored users 
in these areas and applications should be directed to them. 

(a) Acting Inspectors of Constabulary for Police require- 
ments. 

(b) The Chief Regional Fire Officer (or other person duly 
authorised) for the National Fire Service. 

In Scotland applications from the National Fire Service and 
Police should be made to the Regional Welfare Officer. The 
sponsoring Departments for such applications from Scotland 
will be the Scottish Home Department. 


(7) Ministry of War Transport 

Applications for Merchant Navy requirements (other than 
those specified in (4) above) should be made to the Principal 
Priority Officer {(Shipping), Ministry of War Transport, who will 
authorise certificates. The General Managers of the main-line 
railway companies, and the Secretary of the London Passenger 
Transport Board, will be authorised to sign for railwaymen’s 
clubs. 

Dockworkers’ clubs should apply to Chief Executives or 
Secretaries of local Port Emergency Committees or to the 
Regional Port Directors, who are authorised to sign certificates. 


(8) Board of Trade 

Applications from sports organisations of national standing 
should be made to Industries and Manufactures Department 4, 
Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 


(9) Northern Ireland 

An announcement will shortly be made in the Northern 
Ireland press about the distribution of authorised buying certifi- 
cates to privileged civilian consumers in Northern Ireland. 

The foregoing instructions do not apply to non-priority sports 
equipment (e.g. fishing tackle, equipment for golf, tennis, bad- 
minton, squash, bow]s, etc.). It should be noted that authorised 
buying certificates are not required for the purchase or supply of 
any type of non-priority sports equipment. Indoor games may 
also be supplied within quota to any consumer. 


WOVEN WOOL DIRECTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board.of Trade Journal” of 7 September 1942 (page 410), the 
Utility Hair Cloths Specifications 231, 232 and 233 can now be 
used in the manufacture of any Utility garments. It is not 
proposed to issue certificates for the supply of these interlinings 
to designated clothiers for the January to April period, but 
supplies will be available for free delivery. 


HOUSEHOLD RUBBER GLOVES 


Retailers who have not already been requested to furnish 
details of their stocks of household rubber gloves are asked to 
give particulars of such stocks on a form which they will be able 
to obtain from the supplier frofa whom they purchased the 
gloves. This form should be completed and returned to their 
supplier at the earliest possible date.i 


SUPPLEMENTARY COUPONS FOR WORKERS 
WITHOUT UNEMPLOYMENT BOOK 


Workers who, for a good reason, possess no unemployment 
book may of course receive extra coupons if they are eligible for 
them under the Board of Trade Schedule G.O.8.10._ Employers 
of such workers should include their names on form E.D.280, 
and givé, in the column headed “‘ unemployment book number ”’ 
the reason why they have no books, such as “ over age,”’ “ part- 
time,” etc. 


UTILITY GLOVES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made the Utility Gloves (Maximum 
Prices and Charges) 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1967, price 2d.), 
fixing maximum wholesale and retail margins and ceiling prices 
for leather and fabric utility gloves specified in the Gloves (No. 3) 
Directions, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 7 Sep- 
tember 1942, page 410). The Order also alters the margins and 
ceiling prices fixed in the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) (No. 5) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 





of 1 August 1942, page 356) for men’s and boys’ utility knitted 
gloves for which the margins now fixed are the same as for all 
other utility gloves. Any new specifications of utility gloves 
which may be laid down in later Directions will be subject under 
this Order to the same margins. The Order also fixes margins 
for manufacturers when they sell gloves which they have not 
manufactured. 

The general framework of the Order and most of its provisions 
are similar to those of the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices and 
Charges) (No. 5) Order, 1942. The maximum prices which 
traders may charge must not exceed either the price calculated 
by an addition of a margin or a specified ceiling price, whichever 
is the less. These margins are :— 


(a) In the case of a wholesaler who carries stocks which are 
substantial in relation to his turnover and who has a 
regular selling organisation for supplying the retail 
trade—21-22 per cent. on costs (17$ per cent. on 
returns). 

(b) In the case of a wholesaler who does not carry stocks, 
5 per cent. on costs (4? per cent. on returns). 

(c) In the case of a retailer 42-86 per cent. on costs (30 per 
cent. on returns). 

These margins must be added, in the case of a wholesaler, to the 
price paid to the manufacturer by the first purchaser of the 
goods, and in the case of a retailer to the price paid to the manu- 
facturer or wholesaler by the first retailer. 

The provisions relating to composite businesses, cash or settle- 
ment discount, and charges for making up or knitting materials 
which are the property of another person are on the same lines 
as those laid down in other Maximum Price Orders recently made. 
Purchase Tax is not chargeable on Utility gloves. 


DRESSES AND BLOUSES RESTRICTIONS 
ORDER INTERPRETATION COMMITTEE 


Some hundreds of enquiries arising on the Making of Civilian 
Clothing Restrictions No. 6 and No. 13 Orders (see the “ Board 
of Trade Journal” of 2 May 1942, page 231, and 10 August 1942, 
page 367, respectively), have now been dealt with by the special 
Committee set up for this purpose. This Committee, which is 
called the Dresses and Blouses Restrictions Order Interpretation 
Committee, consists of representatives of the Wholesale Fashion 
Trader Association, the Federation of Ladies’ and Childrens’ 
Light Clothing Manufacturers’ Association, and the Board of 
Trade. The Secretary is Mr. Maurice Tuke of the W.F.T.A. 

The Committee gives rulings only on actual samples of work 
so that any danger of misunderstanding is eliminated. The 
Committee prefers to see samples worked on pieces of cloth 
rather than whole garments, as they have no desire to have any 
unfair advantage in secing the styling of their competitors in the 
trade. If, however, members of the trade prefer to submit 
complete garments, they should state on which particular points 
they would like the Committee’s ruling. 

The Committee has undertaken this work for the trade as a 
whole and not only on behalf of members of the associations 
referred to. All technical enquiries arising on the above orders 
should therefore be addressed to the Committee, care of Mr. 
Tuke, at 314 Regent Street, London, W.1. Doubtful questions 
are referred by the Committee to the Board of Trade, who take 
the final decisions. 

The Board wish once again to express their thanks to the 
members of this Committee who are giving up their time and the 
benefit of their experience in order to assist both the trade and 
the Board. 


RUBBER BOOTS 


In view of the very numerous trade enquiries, the Board of 
Trade wish to make it generally known that, owing to the acute 
shortage of rubber, facilities cannot be given to traders to build 
up stocks of rubber boots. There are, however, enough rubber 
boots being made, whether of the 4-coupon or 2-coupon variety, 
to meet all the buying permits issued by the authorities. 

Retailers who cannot meet customers’ requirements from 
stock should therefore ask the customers to leave their buying 
permits with them so that they can pass the permits back to 
their suppliers and get the goods required. It may take a little 
time for the deliveries to come through, but by falling in with 
this suggestion traders can do much to overcome the difficulties 
of distribution. 

So that retailers may get supplies of the new type of “ canvas 
upper” boot (2 coupons), traders may use permits for a pair of 
4-coupon boots to get instead two pairs of the 2-coupon type. 
This arrangement extends to traders only and not to the persons 
to whom the 4-coupon permits are originally issued. 

In some districts where there are few or no workers of the type 
to whom buying permits are being issued, retailers may have 
stocks of rubber boots which they are now unable to sell. If s0, 
and they wish to dispose of them back to their suppliers, they 
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should apply for facilities to the Board of Trade, Marsham 
Court, Bournemouth. 

For maximum economy in rubber, the timely repair of rubber 
boots is of paramount importance. It is hoped therefore that 
retailers will draw the attention of their customers to the 
possibility of repairing old rubber footwear. Names of the 
nearest repairers to the trade will be supplied on application to 
the Rubber Control, P.2, Empire House, St. Martins-le-Grand, 
London, E.C.1. 


QUOTA ON HATS AND CAPS 


Increasing demands on labour for war work have now made it 
necessary to impose a quota restriction on supplies of headwear. 
Hitherto the manufacture of headwear has been controlled by 
restrictions on felt hat hoods and on cloth supplies, but a sub- 
stantial labour force, which in many cases is urgently required 
for munitions production, is still retained in the industry. 


Registered Manufacturers 

2. The Board of Trade have therefore made the Headwear 
Directions 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2047) under which they will 
compile a Register of Manufacturers of Headwear. This Register 
will include manufacturers of headwear (including felt hat hoods) 
of the kinds specified in paragraph 8 below. Manufacturers of 
protective headwear will also be included, but protective head- 
wear of certain kinds will be free of quota restriction. 


Quota 

3. Registered manufacturers are required to restrict their sup- 
plies of headwear during the period 8 October 1942 to 31 January 
1943 to 10 per cent. by value of their supplies during the year 
1941. The actual state of quota restriction is thus about 31:5 
per cent. No account is taken of supplies, either in the standard 
period or in the restriction period, to Government Departments, 
by export, to other registered manufacturers and to Local 
Authorities. 


Unregistered Manufacturers 

4. A manufacturer of headwear whose name is not included 
in the Register must restrict his supplies of headwear of his own 
manufacture to £50 a month (£85 during the period 8 October 
to 30 November) and must keep separate records distinguishing 
clearly the value of sales of headwear of his own manufacture 
from his other sales. Alternatively, an unregistered manufac- 
turer may, if he gives notice in writing to the Board of Trade 
before 15 November 1942 that he desires to avail himself of the 
option, supply headwear, whether of his own manufacture or not, 
to a total value in any month of £80 (£140 during the period 
8 October to 30 November). 


Mixed Businesses 

5. Manufacturers of headwear who also act as wholesalers or. 
retailers may apply to the Board of Trade to have their wholesale 
or retail businesses or departments freed from the quota restric- 
tion. Consent to these arrangements will only be given if separate 
accounts and records for the different business or departments 
were kept during the year 1941, 


Trimming, repairing and remodelling 

6. Manufacture of headwear includes any process of manufac- 
ture, and in particular includes any process of trimming, altering, 
repairing or remodelling. Moreover, a person who trims or 
repairs headwear for another person (e.g., a milliner who trims or 
remodels a hat for a customer) is regarded as supplying headwear 
of his own manufacture and must restrict the value of such work 
(if registered) within his quota or (if unregistered) within the 
amount permitted to an unregistered manufacturer, 


Utility Caps, Industrial Headwear, Infants’ Headwear 

7. Applications will be considered for special licences to supply 
men’s and youths’ utility caps, industrial headwear and infants’ 
headwear in addition to quota. 


Definition of Headwear 
8. For the purposes of the Directions headwear means 

(2) hats, caps, bonnets, hoods, toques, bandeaus, berets or 
any other headwear, except knitted headwear (now 
included in Class B as hosiery) hair nets (included in 
Class I as lace products) and toy paper hats; and 

(b) felt hat hoods, capelines, manchons, grey bodies, straw 
shapes and shapes of any other material designed for 
the manufacture of headwear. The Felt Hat Hood 
Directions have been revoked. 


Concentration 

9. In order to make the most advantage of the release of 
labour as the result of the quota restriction, discussions will be 
opened as soon as possible with representatives of the industry 
in order to make arrangements for concentrating the remaining 
production and transferring it as far as possible from areas of 
labour scarcity to areas where the labour supply is not so 


difficult. 





Application for Registration 
10. Manufacturers of headwear (unless they wish to be treated 
as unregistered manufacturers subject to the limits specified in 
paragraph 4 above) should apply for registration to the Board of 
Trade, I. and M. Department 2, Hawkins House, Dolphin Square, 
London, 8.W.1, not later than 24 October 1942. Forms of 
application may be obtained from that address or from the 
Secretaries of 
The British Felt Hat Manufacturers’ Federation, 
The South of England Hat Manufacturers’ Association, 
The Direct Hat Manufacturers’ Association, 
The Millinery Distributors’ Association, 
The Retail Distributors’ Association, Incorporated, 
The Drapers’ Chamber of Trade of Great Britain and Treland. 
Explanatory Notes are being printed together with the Order, 


INSTITUTIONS 


The Board of Trade have issued General Directions and 
Licence (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1897, price 1d.), which apply to 
institutions registered with the Ministry of Food for block food 
rationing but not controlled by Local Authorities or other bodies 
with coupon-free purchasing powers. These Directions require 
such institutions to collect the appropriate number of coupons 
whenever they supply rationed goods to those inmates whom 
they maintain with clothing and footwear and who remain in 
the institution for more than six weeks, or to collect coupons at 
regular intervals and at appropriate rates set out in the Schedule 
to the Directions. The institutions specified are also empowered 
to use the loose coupons collected in this manner in obtaining 
supplies of rationed goods from traders. When using the loose 
coupons collected in this manner, the institution should accom- 
pany them by a declaration stating that the institution is autho- 
rised to collect coupons and has not been directed to return 
coupons collected to the Board of Trade. 


RESTRICTIONS ON THE LOCATION OF 
INDUSTRY 


At this stage of the war it has become essential to ensure that 
building, man power and raw materials are used to the best 
possible advantage. Under the Location of Industry (Restriction) 
Order, 1941 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal’ of 2 August 
1941, page 60), the use to which premises of 3,000 sq. ft. in area 
or over are put, has been subject to control by licence. It now 
also becomes necessary to ensure that there is no waste of any 
of the nation’s resources in premises below this area, whether as 
regards man power, raw materials (including fuel), factory or 
storage space, or, transport facilities. 

Under the Location of Industry (Restriction) Order, 1941, 
industrialists were under the obligation in the case of premises 
of 3,000 sq. ft. or over, to obtain a licence from the Regional 
Offices of the Control of Factory and Storage Premises before 
changing the use to which a factory or warehouse is put, or 
using any premises of that size for purposes of production or 
storage. 

By the Location of Industry (Restriction) Order, 1942 
(S. R. & O. 1942 No. 2072, price 1d.), which revokes the 1941 
Order, a licence must now be obtained whatever the size of the 
premises. 

Goods may be temporarily stored for twenty-eight days 
without a licence under the existing General Licence which 
remains in force. Licences issued under the earlier Order remain 
valid. Again no application for a licence need be made inorder 
to continue to carry on business in premises which were exempt 
under the earlier Order. The new Order comes into force on 
12 October. 

Further information concerning the scope of the Order may 
be obtained from the Regional Offices of the Control of Factory 
and Storage Premises, or from local Chambers of Commerce. 


FARMERS’ WAR DAMAGE 


Farmers are reminded that damage to farm equipment and 
live and dead stock arising out of defence works falls in many 
cases within the War Damage Act, and in such cases no compensa- 
tion is payable for the damage unless the owner has an insurance 
policy under the Business Scheme (Farming) provided for in 
Part ITI of the Act.

ADVERTISEMENT FILMS 


In view of the heavy war-time pressure on film production 
resources, and lest exhibitors should be disposed to include 





advertisement films in their programmes to the exclusion of 
Government short films, the Board of Trade have been consider- 
ing, in consultation with the interests concerned, the question 
whether advertisement films can still be produced and exhibited 
in war-time consistently with the national interest. In view of 
undertakings which have now been given by the producing 
companies, the Board have now decided that until further notice 
no prohibition will be called for. The companies have undertaken 
(1) to produce no film for any commercial advertiser unless the 
whole of the work on the film can and will be carried out without 
interfering directly or indirectly with the acceptance and/or 
prompt execution of contracts placed by Government Depart- 
ments, and (2) to make it a term of their contracts with exhibitors 
that in no circumstances will the latter exhibit any advertisement 
film in preference to any film freely distributed under the 
auspices of the Ministry of Information. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA: INVOICES 


The Office of the High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa has requested the Board of Trade to bring to the notice 
of exporters that in order to assist in the clearance of goods 
from Union Ports as rapidly as possible, the Union Commissioner 
of Customs suggests that the existing arrangements between 
many large importers and suppliers, whereby advance copies of 
invoices are forwarded immediately goods are packed and ready 
for shipment, might be adopted generally. Such arrangements 
would greatly assist in the identification of packages, quicker and 
simpler clearance of goods through the Customs and also prove 
beneficial to importers.
